Bobruysk  Petroleum  Storage  West,  a se- 
cured area,  covers  12  acres  and  contains  12  POL 
storage  tanks  and  one  administration  building, 
one  storage  building,  and  three  small  support 
buildings.

DPIR  296-57  as  buried  is  now  confirmed  as  a 
completed  above  ground  vertical  tank. 

2)  Petroleum  Storage  PUG  --no  signifi- 
cant changes  observed.  None  of  the  60  pod- 
type  tanks  visible  on  1956  TALENT  photography 
are  discernible  on  KEYHOLE  photography.  Only 
two  of  the  four  buried  tank  scars  reported  in 
Army  DPIR  296-57  are  observed. 

3)  Army  Supply  Depot  Northwest  --  four 
storage  buildings  have  been  constructed  and  the 
depot  has  been  enlarged  by  eight  acres.
